With 
a go o d cro p o f sweet clo ver 
fro m 
which to o btain nectar the insects are 
sto ring away with amazing rapidity, 
faster many experts 
say, than they 
have ever seen bees wo rk befo re. Tha 
sweet clo ver is said to make better 
ho ney than almo st any o ther kno wn 
so urce and the ho ney being made this 
mo nth is o f the best quality, a fine 
clear amber. 
Bee keeping, in so me co unties o f the 
state Is beco ming an impo rtant 
by­ 
pro duct o f farms and o rchards, 
and 
m o st o f the co unties in the so uthern 
and many In the central parts o f the 
state have held beekeepers meetings 
under the auspices o f the farm bu­ 
reau, to study the pro blems affecting 
apiaries. 
Muo h o f the increasing interest is 
due, farmers say. to the fact that o r­ 
chard men have fo und the insects in­ 
v aluable 
silent partners. 
The ho ney, 
harv ested fro m the flo wers is almo st 
a clear p rofit, since the nectar wmuld 
o therwise go to waste, and in addi 
tlon to this the bees Impro ve the cro ps 
in the v icinity o f the hive. 
This Is 
esp ecially true of fruit 
trees, which 
require p ollination from oth er trees. 
W ithout th e bees the fa rm e rs would 
h av e to dep end on the wind to fer­ 
tilize the blossoms of such 
plants, 
w hich often results in small pro duc­ 
tion.

Springfield, Ills.—Record stores are 
being laid in Illinois hiv es this month, 
a nd If the bees continue the pace they 
are setting , bee keepers 
predict 
a 
bumper crop of huney next fall. 
With 
a good crop of sweet clov er 
from 
which to obtain nectar the Insects are 
storing a wa y with ama zing rapidity, 
fa ster ma ny experts sa y, than they 
ha v e ev er seen bees work before. The 
sw eet clov er is said to make better 
honey tha n almost any other known 
source and the honey being made this 
month Is of the best quality, a fine 
clear amber. 
Hee keeping, in aome counties of the 
atate is becoming an importa nt 
by­ 
product of farms and orchards, 
and 
most of the counties in the southern 
and ma ny in the central parts of the 
eta te ha v e held beekeepers meeting s 
under the a uspices of the farm bu­ 
rea u, to study the problems affecting 
apiaries. 
Muoh of the increa sing interest is 
due, fa rmers sa y, to the fa ct tha t or- 
chnid men hav e found the insects in­ 
v alua ble silent partners. 
The honey, 
ha rv ested from the flowers is almost 
u. clear profit, sinco the necta r would 
otherwise go to waste, and in addl 
tion to this the bees improv e the crope 
i n the v icinity of the hiv e. 
This la 
especia lly true of fruit tre» s, which 
require pollination from other trees. 
W i t h o u t t h e bees the fa rmers would 
ha v e to d e p e n d o n the w i n d to fer­ 
tilize the 
b l o s s o m s of such 
plants, 
which often results in small produc­ 
tion. 
The rough legs of the boo scrape 
the pollen f r o m o n e f l o w e r a n d later 
it drops o f f i n a n o t h e r f l o w e r , thus
